Claim 10, last 2 lines, "quenching by means of the induction heating" has been 
deleted and replaced with — induction hardening 

Claim 1 1 , line 2, "claim 2" has been deleted and replaced with -- claim 1 0 --. 

Claim 1 1 , last line "remains" has been deleted and replaced with 
— is generated 

Claim 25, last three lines, "the compressive residual stress of the rolling contact 
surface layer is increased by shot peening" has been deleted and replace with —a 
compressive residual stress at the rolling contact surface layer is generated by shot 
peening—. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A rolling 
element having a rolling contact surface layer which has been quench hardened by 
induction hardening to produce a martensite parent phase containing 0.3 to 0.8 wt% 
soluble carbon concentration, and dispersed with 0.4 to 4.0 vol.% carbides having an 
average particle diameter of 0.2 to 5 urn and 2 to 15 vol.% cementite containing 2.5 to 
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10 wt% Cr; and its method of making, as recited by claims 2 to 12 , 21 to 23 and 25, is 
not taught or fairly suggested by the art of record.
